OF NATION SECRET 
OF PROGRESS, VIEW 


Dr. Warmer Tells Is Chaffey Aud- 
ience of Need of Vision 
In World Today 





LECTURE SERIES ENDS 





Menace of Closed Mind Point- 
ed Out as Speaker Urges 
Broad Study 





and its people will progress. 

That was the theme of Dr. 
George A. Warmer, pastor of the 
Santa Ana Methodist church, in 
the Chaffey junior college aud- 
itorium. His address was the 
last of the “Foundations of Cul- 
ture’ series and his declarations 
fittingly summed up many of the 
points presented in previous ad- 
dresses, 

“Menace of the Closed Mind” 
was his topic and in several di- 
rect statements he _ strongly 
pointed out the fate of a nation 
if the minds are closed. Gardi- 
ner W. Spring, president of Chaf- 
fey junior college, opened the 
evening’s program. Also partici- 
pating in the program were Ar- 
thur I. Peterson of the Ontario 
Rotary club and Orton P. Brady 
of the Upland Rotory club. No 
forum followed the lecture as 
has been the case in other lec- 


tures in the series. 
“The normal mind is an in- 
quisitive one,’ Dr. Warmer de- 


clared. “It knows no inhibitions. 


If the mind is not inquisitive as; 
one’s emotions will 


it should be, 
drive him always in a circle.” 

He pointed out that one is in- 
clined to build barriers around 
his mind and “the closed mind 
is the harbinger of prejudice. A 
closed mind lives under pressure, 
always resisting everything.” 

The speaker, who is a brother 
of Superior Judge Benjamin War- 
mer, said that prejudice caused 
the Civil war and that an as- 
sassin’s prejudice caused Lin- 
coln’s death. As another exarm- | 
ple of the closed mind, he poiiuted 
out that religious leaders and 
nearly everyone denounced 
Charles Darwin without knowing 
a thing about his teachings. 


“When we can separate’ the 


good from the bad and open our 
minds to new things we will 
evolve rather than revolve,” uc 
declared. 

Among other declarations he 
said: 


“We cannot ek out of the 
present difficulties until we learn 
to ask whether a thing is right 
rather than legal.” 

“On the basis of the utilized 
genius of all the races we shall 
build a creditable 

“You live in a_ rationalized 
world rather than a real world 
if you have a closed mind.” 

“We can take our world as it 
is and make it what it ought to 
be if we live in open spaces and 
catch visions of tomorrow.”

Jchn P. Mandtler, pastor of the | 


Stating that he is of Holland 
Dutch, German and Polish an- 
cestry, although born and reared 
in Russia, the Rev. Mr. Mandtler 
opened his address by declaring 
that he is now an American and 
a Christian, that he would not 
exchange this country for any 
other on earth and that he in- 
finitely prefers the Stars and 
Stripes to a red flag. 

Referring briefly to radical ac- 
tivities in this country, he de- 
clareq that many of the agita- 
tors have never been in Russia, 
know nothing of actual condi-j} 
tions there and can only spread 
propaganda sent out from Soviet 


headquarters. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Mandtler 
have close relatives living in 





Russia, his brothers and sisters 
and her brother and mother, and 
they are well informed as to the 
suffering endured by the Chris-j| 
tian Russians who refuse to de-j; 
nounce their religion and 
the Communist party. 
The speaker discussed four 
phases of Russian life, political, 
economic, moral and , social, and 
religious, and declared there is 
no freedom in that country, no 
free speech, free press or ‘free 
religion; the only crime is dis- 
loyalty to the Soviet, for which 
one may be killed on sight, and 
murder is not considered a crime. | 


A child cannot be taught re- 
ligion, he stated, and no young 
person is permitted to enter a 
place of religious worship until 
he is 18 years old. 

Mr. Mandtler said he doesnot | 
minimize the great industrial 
progress made by the Soviet gov- 
ernment, but he declares’ that! 
advancement has been made by 
and for the few at the tremen- 
dous sacrifice and suffering of 
the masses, 

Mr. Mandtler’s father, 
prosperous farmer, was_ shot 
down because while forced to 
guard thousands of bushels of 
wheat for export, he dared to 
take a small portion to feed his 
starving grandchildren. Some of

ORDINANCE NO. 281 
An Ordinance Approving the An- 
nexation to the City of Upland 
in the State of California of 
Certain Contiguous and Inhabit- 
ed Territory. 
The City Council of the City of 
Upland do ordain as follows: 
Section One. That a certain 
Petition in writing was heretofore 
presented to and filed with the 
City Council of the City of Up- 
land, in the County of San Ber- 
nardino and State of California, 
the same having been delivered 
unto said City Council by the Board 
of Supervisors of said San Ber- 
nardino County, together with the 
formal approval of said Board of 
Supervisors endorsed thereon un- 
der date of December 28, 1934, and 
such approval thereto having been 
certified to by Harry L. Allison as 
Clerk of said Board of Supervisors; 
and which Petition contained a 
description of certain territory 
hereinafter particularly described, 
proposing and requesting that the 
same be annexed to the City of 


Upland and that it be incorporated | 


in and made a part of said munic- 
ipality. That the said Petition re- 
cites that the signers thereof were 
acting under and pursuant to the 
provisions of Chapter 596 of the 
Laws of the State of California as 
adopted by the Legislature in the 
year 1929, and was addressed to 
the Board of Supervisors of the 
County of San Bernafdino, Cali- 
fornia, wherein lies said City of 
Upland and the territory proposed 
to be annexed thereto, and to the 
Legislative Bodies of the municipal 
corporations affected thereby, 
namely, the City of Upland and 
the City of Ontario. That said 
Petition was signed by 1385 qual- 
ified electors of the said territory 
thus proposed to be annexed, and 
all as shown by the Certificate of 
said County Clerk, and which Cer- 
tificate was duly attached to said

such time was 275 electors, and 
that accordingly such Petition was 
signed by more than one-fourth of 
the total number of such quali- 
fied electors therein. 

That said Petition 
having been thus duly delivered 
and presented unto the said City 
Coyncil of said City of Upland, and 
it appearing therefrom that the 
territory proposed to be annexed

CONFIRMED and ACCEPTED 
and APPROVED in all respects; 
and that accordingly such territory 
as herein designated and describ- 
ed, shall henceforth be deemed and 
taken as a part of said City of Up- 
land, and that the city limit of said 
municipality shall be deemed and 
taken as having been extended to 
include the same, and henceforth 
that such annexed territory shall 
be for all purposes a part of said 
City of Upland; but in respect of 
taxation and bonded indebtedness 
always subject to the provisions
